No tiling to Do 

It does seem unfortunate that there is 
least demand for labor in this Province 
just at that season of tho year when 
labor most demands employment. This 
is especially the ease in respect of the 
capital. There are hundreds of men who 
are away in tho mountains searching for 
tho procious motals during tho opon sea- 
son, who from tho force of circumstance, 
come to Victoria to pass tho winter, hop- 
ing to bo able to rosumo the soarch in tha 
spring. Perhaps it would not be too 
much to say that, in a majority of cases, 
those men stand in neod of employment 
both as a means of defraying the expense 
of wintering, and iu prosecuting thoir 
summor employment. But employment, 
there is none; and tho consequence is 
that those men must either remain here 
in enforced idleness, consuming what 
little moans they may have, having noth- 
ing with which to prosecute thoir work in 
tho interior when winter shall havo pass- 
ed away, or they will bo drawn away into 
the neighboring Territory and be, for tho 
most part, lost to British Columbia. 
There arc, this winter, perhaps a greater 
number of this class of men amongst us 
than common, many of thorn hardy, en- 
terprising fellows, who have .ipeiit several 
years away in tho interior; and wheu we 
consider tho value of these men to the 
country, it will readily ho seen what a 
hoavy loss the condition of things to 
which we have adverted, involves. If it 
were possiblo to so arrange the public 
works of the Province as that a certain 
portion of them might be carried on dur- 
ing the winter months, it appears to us 
that it would bo important to do ho. We 
are aware that Huch works are, for the 
most part, better done during tho dry 
months and long day of summer. Es- 
pecially is this tho case with country 
roads. But, it should 1)0 remembered 
that in summer everybody is employed 
and labor is dear; so that the ditibronco 
in tho price of labor might bo presumed 
to go a long way towards counterbalancing 
the disadvantages of winter operations. 
At any rate, this subject appears to be of 
sufficient importance to claim tho atten- 
tion of tho Government. We are aware 
that the condition of things referred' to 
may lie regarded as only temporary, that 
it will, iu a great measure, disappear with 
the commencement of the larger Federal 
works, which will employ labor all the 
vear round. And it is just when viowed 
in the light of the facts alluded to that 
seeming unnecessary delay in commenc- 
ing Federal buildings, is especially to bo 
regretted. Had these works been begun 
last summer, as they ought to have been, 
there would have been work for all, just 
at the time when work would be of the 
greatest importance. But there seems to 
be no good reason why we should wait 
for or rely wholly upon Federal works. 
We do not sea why an immediate eilort 
should not be mado by the Government 
to have some of the Provincial works to 
be undertaken during tho present year be- 
gun as soon as the Bill of Supply shall 
have been assented to by the Government. 
And, suroly some of these works will be 
in tho vicinity of Victoria, and will be of 
a nature to be done in the spring mouths. 
A few thousand dollars thus timely ex- 
pended would go far towards retaining in 
tho country many of tho hardy prospectors 
and enabling them to return to tho moun- 
tains in early summer to resume their 
search for gold under nioro favorable cir- 
cumstances. These remarks will apply 
with more or less limes* to the corpora- 
tion work. Would it not bo wise for the 
City Council so to arrange tho corporation 
work as that the greater or some part of 
it might lie done during the winter months? 
The city has a two-fold interest in afford- 
ing as much employment in winter as 
possible,-an interest in common with the 
rest of tho Province, and a more direct 
interest as a desirable wintering place for 
those who spend their summers amongst 
the mountains. Victoria ought surely to 
make an effort to promote these two in- 
terests. 

The result of the trial of one of Thomp- 
son's Road and Field Steamers, recently 
made on David Landreth's farm, near 
Philadelphia, seems to have added further 
proof to the mechanical feasibility of 
substituting this motor for horss and 
cattle' power in plowing. Five steel plows 
fastened to a heavy framework affixed to 
the engine by a stout chain, were used on 
this occasion in a pasture-field '251) yards 
long, perfectly free from stones, having 
undulating surface, and soil deep and 
loose but covered with a rather still' sod. 
The plows entered the ground promptly 
at the bidding of the fireman, and fur- 
rows, each afoot wide, were neatly turned 
to a uniform depth of seven inchos, and 
with a rate of progress varying from that 
of a common plow team to twice this speed. 
A remarkable feature of the trial was tho 
ease and rapidity with which the frequent 
turnings were made, only about ill) seconds 
of time being consumed at tho headland in 
getting the plows out of one set of furrows 
and into another. Our readers will re- 
member that a distinctive feature of this 
invention is tho ingenious adjustment to 
tho wheels of sectional bands made of 
thick blocks of India-rubber, by means of 
which it is claimed that the pressure upon 
the soil does not greatly exceed that made 
by the hoofs of an average horse. 

The Minister's Mistake.— This is from 
tho Terra Haute Express: Yesterday morn- 
ing a city minister opened his front door 
suddenly and surprised a guilty-looking 
man who was just in the act of depositing 
a neatly-covered basket on the door stop. 
The meeting was not rapturous. "Aha!" 
Said the minister, rushing out and grasping 
tho man by tho collar, while he plied a 
heavy-soled boot vigorously under the 
coat tail of his visitor, "what do yon mean, 
you villain, by leaving a baby on my door 
nt-op? Ah, I havo yon, you scoundrel! I'll 
show you to abandon an infant to the cold 
mercies of the world!" And all these re- 
marks were punctuated by kicks. "I hain't 
loft any baby at your door," said the man, 
biking up the basket and lifting the cover. 
"I bought a right fat Christmas turkey for 
you, but I'm blamed if you shall have it 
now if you was starving," And ho walked 
gloomily away. The minister had a pensive, 
unhappy look and corrugated brow as ho 
disoected his buckwheats a few minutes 
latter. Evidently tnero had boon a misun- 
derstandiii g. '

Fast Coast Mail Service 

Editor BitiTisu Colonist: — The settl- 
ers of the East Coast, generally apealnng, 
will feel obliged to you for your recent 
article on tho subjeot of our mail commu- 
nication and stoamer arrangoiuciits. Let 
us have, as early as possible, proposal* 
incited for carrying the mail, and the 
Maude and possibly othor good boats 
will go in for the work. The trips of tho 
Sir James Douglas havo been altogether 
too fitful of late, coming along one day 
and returning the next. At another time 
off to Bute Inlet, giving us a call — just a 
look — on tho way back, probably already 
crowded with people or lumbered up with 
freight. Not satisfied with the service of 
the stoamor as a tender for tho surveying 
partios, tho Government mako a coal 
bargo of her. Very frequently the decks 
are covered with coal, to the great annoy- 
ance and danger of every person who tra- 
vels on board; for if you want to go for- 
ward, as you must ou certain occasions 
and for certain purposes, you have to 
clamber over the coals, which is anything 
but safe in bad weathor; and, after you 
have performed this task, you are next 
obligated to get on the steamer's rail to 
get beyond cattle, or takes the risk of bo- 
iug horned by an infuriated ox. Now 
this sort of thing is not right, and I am 
only ono of many who believe the Sir Jas. 
Douglas should either run as a mail boat 
proper, or be employed about other busi- 
ness. If retained for mail and passen- 
ger service, the steamer should be freed 
from the objections above alluded to and 
then the comfort of wayfarers would be, 
to a considerable extent, secured. I am 
not among those who think another steam- 
er would serve us better than the Douglas 
could; in fact thero are few vessels on the 
coast that could make tho tinio the Sir 
James Douglas always has on her regular 
trips. But thero are other considerations 
besides those of time and speed which 
settlers have in mind, and among them 
are the charges of freight, in which every- 
body up this way is interested, and which 
it is well known needs (woli, to put it 
mildly) modifying. One excellent feature 
about the Douglas, apart from her fino 
steaming qualities, is tho affability of her 
commander. Always accommodating, 
good-natured and respected by all, Cap- 
tain Clarke could certainly make his swift 
little boat what she ought to bo. I wish 
ho owned her, and I am not tho only per- 
son who entertains a similar desire among 
the strugglors of the East Coast.

Tirst Provincial Legislative 
Assembly 

SECOND SESSION. 

Wednesday, Jan. 15th, 1873. 
Tho Sponker took tin; Chair at 2 o'clock 
p.m. 

RETUBNH PniXTKD. 

Mr. Beaven moved that tho retttrnssent 
down by the Goveruuiont of till public 
lunds sold bo printed. Passed. 

I'MVlLEtrc. 

Mr. Bnnster rose to a question of pri- 
vilege. He noticed an alteration in the 
Orders of the Day; lie referral to tho time 
for hearing Public Dills. 

Mr. Speaker explained that he had been 
requested to fix the time in order to faci- 
litate the proceedings of business. 

Mr. Humphreys rose to support the 
stand taken by his hon. colleague. The 
House alone decides when it shall meet 
and no one on the outside is competent to 
change or alter the Orders of the Day. 
That the Clerk of the House, from in- 
structions of Mr. Speaker, should decide 
whonjthey were to meet would be simply 
ridiculous. Suppose upon a motion of 
adjournment, the Clerk of the House, 
under instructions, should decide that 
they were to meet, at 7 o'clock, would 
hon. members come at that time? 

The Speaker said the Rules would be so 
arranged as to meet the requirements of 
the House. 

Mr. DeCosmos, referring to the Bhitish 
Colonist, said Ik 1 had never said that, 
husbands as a rule in this Province treat 
their wives brutally. Referring to a 
leading article in the same paper he said 
that he had not promised to vote for Mr. 
Humphreys' resolution with respect to 
tho Chilcotin lauds. 

Several voices — Von did. 

Mr. DeCosmos — I am the best judge of 
what I said. 

[Note. — Our Reporter lias to say that 
the words were taken down as they fell 
from the lips of the hon. Premier. In 
the presence of the House he made the 
assertion that, "as a rule, wivesin British 
Columbia were treated brutally by their 
husbands." When challenged by tin.' 
hon. member for Nanaitno, he repeated 
it. When asked if he spoke from experi- 
ence ? he replied, "No, from observation." 
With respect to the hon, Premier's denial 
that ho had promised to vote for tho Chil- 
cotin resolution of the hon. senior mem- 
ber for Lillooet, and afterwards voted 
against it, tho exclamation "You did," 
bv several hon. members, furnishes a suf- 
ficient guarantee of the correctness of the 
report. We have nothing to add to or 
take from it. ] 

MINING LAWS. 

Mr. Smith movod that a Select Commit- 
tee bo appointed to consider the expedi- 
ency of altering and revising the Mining 
Laws of British Columbia; such Commit- 
tee to be composed of Messrs. Burns ton, 
Smith, Robertson, Robinson, Humphreys, 
Hughes and Todd, with power to call for 
persons and papers. 

The hon. mover explained that the re- 
vision was not designed to affect coal min- 
ing. 

The resolution was carried. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 
Mr. Humphreys moved. That a respect- 
ful Address be presented to His Excel- 
lency the Lieutenant-Governor, praying 
for all correspondence between the Gov- 
ernment of this Province and the Govern- 
ment of Canada, relative to the Resolu- 
tion passed by this House on the 5th day 
of March, 1872, and referring to the ap- 
pointment of County Court Judges for 
this Province, be laid before this House. 

Tho hon. mover said that a strange 
anomaly existed in the appointment of 
County* Court Judges. Gentlemen who 
knew nothing whatever of law, presided 
over Canntv Courts in this Province, and 
suitors in country districts had frequent- 
to bring their cases into ( lourt without tho 
advantage of legal assistance. It. was 
generally supposed that no action had 
been taken on the resolution of hist ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Bnnster seconded, and the resolu- 
tion was carried. 

COL'ItTS OF tSRIZB. 
Mr. Robson moved that, in the opinion 
of the House it is desirable that the ( 'on i ts 
of Assize aiul Nisi Prius shall be held 
more frequently at Victoria and other 
places. During tho past summer, prison- 
ers had been held in confinement for live 
months awaiting trial. The inquiry of 
the Gaol Commission had shown how 
unfit Victoria Gaol was as a place 
of incarceration for human beings. Dur- 
ing tho four or five months that prisoners 
await trial the Province has to bear the 
expense of keeping them, and there need 
no longer be any delays on the score of 
tho absence of Supreme Court Judges- 
one of whom, and frequently two, wore 
always at Victoria. 
Mr. Duck seconded. 
Mr. Humphreys agreed with the spirit 
of the resolution, but lie saw with regret 
that there was no mention made of the 
wants of tho Mainland, where H^renie 
Courts where seldom held above New 
Westminster. The services of tho Judges 
should be utilized. The community 
should not bo made subservient to the 
convenience of the .1 udges, but t he ,1 udgos 
should bo made subservient to the public 
wants. [ Hear. ] 

Mr. Robson — The words "Victoria and 
other places" includes the Mainland.

at considerable exponso to the Province. 
[Hear.] At Kootenay a Supremo Court 
Judge had been semi but once. Not only 
would the hardahips visited on prisoners 
— some of them innocent— bo lessoned 
but the Supreme Court Judge could ad- 
vise with tho County Court Judges. 
[Hear.] 

Mr. Robertson supported tho amend- 
ment. As far as Victoria was eonoorned 
it might bo advisablo to have Courts held 
every 8 or 4 months; but ho thought for 
the Mainland the present system would 
answer. The traveling expenses of the 
Judges and Registrars were paid by the 
Dominion Government and cost tho Pro- 
vince nothing. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that was a mis- 
take, and that the Judges and Registrar's 
pruvelling expenses would have to be paid 
by tho Province. ... . _ 

Mr. McOreight said that the traveling 
expenses of the Judge and Registrar has 
been paid by the Dominion Government. 

Mr. Barnston agreed with Mr. Hol- 
brook's remarks. Ha alluded to a recent 
trip of a Supremo Court Judge to Cariboo 
whore ho hold a Court of "Railway" As- 
size, rushed the business through and left 
tho next morning for tho Lower Country- 
Mr. Robertson said that the Judges of 
the Supreme Court were Dominion oili- 
cors, and the Government of this Province 
had no power to say where thoy should 
reside or where they should not. All this 
Government could do was to say that 
Courts should be held at such a date. 
Tin' object in having the three Judges re- 
side at tho Capital was to enable them to 
confer together. 

Mr. MeCroight took the samo view as 
the hon gentleman who had preceded him. 

Mr, Robson said that the Governor in 
Council had boen vested with the power 
by this House to say when the Courts 
should be held. The late Government 
had not availed themselves of the power 
conferred, and from the remarks of lion 
gentlemen from tho Mainland the stato 
of things was worse than ho had supposed. 
Tho resolution called for the holding of 
Courts more frequently in the future than 
in the past. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said that the Pro- 
vince should be districted and circuits 
for nod, after which the Supremo Court 
Judges could meet at tho capital and hold 
Courts of Appeal. The Government 
would have to confer with the Dominion 
authorities with respeotto thejudges who 
set up a claim that they wore entitled to 
reside at the capital. Ho supported the 
amendment of the hon. Attorney-General. 

Mr. Humphreys complained that tho 
amendment left the matter even worse 
than it had been. It was vague and in- 
definite. 

1 Ion. Mr. Walkem here withdrew the 
amendment and the original resolution 
was carried. 

.LAND SALES. 

Mr. Mara, while awaiting the produc- 
tion of returns, asked to be permitted to 
drop his resolution "That an humble Ad- 
dress be presented to His Excellency tho 
Lieutenant-Governor praying that he will 
recommend the Dominion Government to 
pass an Act legalising all sales of land in 
this Province since tho Let Juno, 187U." 
Granted. 

NANAIMO OAOL. 

Mr. Robson asked whether certain Re- 
ports of Grand Juries at Nanaiino, re- 
specting the condition of the Gaol, and 
setting forth other requirements of the 
town, have been laid before the Govern- 
ment; and, if so, why no action has been 
taken in respect to the same V 

Hon. Dr. Ash replied that ho had ex- 
amined the records of tho office and found 
no report of Grand Juries of Nanaimo 
had been received during tho past year. 

TEXEORAPH1C. 

Mr. Robson asked the lion. Provincial 
Secretary what have been the results (if 
any) of the Address passed by this House 
on the 15th March, 1872, urging the im- 
portance of establishing telegraphic com- 
munication between Victoria and Nanai- | 
mo, with a view to extending the same 
across the Gulf of Georgia, by means of a 
submarine cable, so as to connect with 
the telegraphic system of the Mainland ? 

Hon, Dr. Ash replied that tho Address 
was duly forwarded to the Dominion 
Government and its receipt had been duly 
acknowledged. 

REGIBTKAE8. 

Mr. Robertson asked whether it is the 
intention of the Government to dispense 
with the services of tho Registrar or De- 
puty Registrar of tho Supremo Court; and 
if so, which ? 

lion. Mr. DeCosmos replied that tho 
Government had the matter under con- 
sideration.

Mr. Humphreys asked whether the 
Government have or intend to take any 
steps with respect to tho appointment of a 
Surveyor-General, and when tho said ap- 
pointment is to bo made; and whether tho 
Government, or any member of the Execu- 
tive, have promised said appointment to 
any person; if so, to whom ?

Mr. Humphreys thanked tho hon gen- 
tleman for the reply and said he intended 
to move again in the matter. 

FERRYBOAT AT LILLOOET. 
Mr. Humphreys asked whether any 
steps have been taken by the Government 
with respect to tho construction of a forry 
boat at Lillooot ? 
Hon. Mr. Beaven— No.

Mr. Robson asked whether it is the in-

MARRIED WOMEN'S PROPERTY RILL. 

House went into Committee on this Bill, 
Mr. Sniithe in the Chair. 

In reply to Mr. Smith, Mr. MeCroight 
said that in Common Law tho husband 
was liable for his wife's debts, therefore 
it was not necessary to say anything about 
it in this Bill. 

A long discussion ensued as to the pur- 
port and effect of the Bill, several hon. 
members maintaining that it held out in- 
ducements for fraud. Tho measure was 
finally passed by the Committee and re- 
ported complete. 

DRAINAOU, DYKING AND IRRIOATION DILL. 

Mr. MoCreight moved tho second read- 
ing of this bill, a very full synopsis 
of which appeared in this jour- 
nal of tho 14th inst. The hon. promoter 
succinctly and clearly reviewed tho mea- 
sure, and' explained that it would not on- 
tail any additional expenso on tho Pro- 
vince. The works would be done by loan 
by the Government with interest at 6 or I! 
per cent and under tho superintendence 
of the Lands <fe Works, and the expense 
would bo borne by tho land improved and 
repaid, with principal and interest, in 'J'' 
years Arbitrators would decide what 
amount would have to bo borne by the 
land benefitted. Tho Government should 
have peremptory power for collecting tho 
rates by distress of goods, or by suit, or 
by registered charges against each lot and 
sale in one year after registration with 
one year for redemption. 

Mr. Speaker— How is the money to bo 
obtained in the first instance ? 

Mr. MoCreight quoted from May in an- 
swer to this question. 

Mr. Robson, in seconding, said that 
there were several sections in the Bill to 
which he should take objection, while 
with the principle and main points of tho 
Bill ho agreed. 

Mr. Smith could not see the utility of 
tho measure at this time, when tho popu- 
lation is sparse. The Bill is premature 
and he would move that it bo road 
a second time this day six months.
